The captain liking me, would not fell me 
as the reſt of the men, but made me his ſlzve, 
A young Morocoo boy and I uſed to row _ 
the boat and divert him with fiſhing : and at 
other times he would entraſt me to a kinſ- 
man of his to catch fiſh. His name was 
' BE Mully, and the boy was called Xury. I per- 
ſuaded them to take fire arms to ſhoot ſe 
corlues, and ftore of proviſions ; and. when 
we were at ſea, I took an opportunity to 
throw Mully overboard, - threatening - to 
hoot him if he came near me, who i believe 
ſwam ſafe to land, and 1 made the bay | 
ſwear by Mahomet to be true to me. 
We ſailed five days, and ſteering 8. bs E. 
to the ſhore: my man Xury and I kiiled 
ſome ereatures which were very good food | 
and ſtoreing ourſelves with freſh water fail- C 
d with great difficulty till, we made Cape 
de Verb, and the Iſland; and by good flew" ; 
une eſpied a ſail, which happened to be a 
Portugueze, ſhip, the maſter of which took
